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Quarterly Return of Marriages, Births and Deaths 3 





NOTE—The figures in this report for 1961 and 1962 are provisional, while those re- 
lating to 1960 and earlier years are definitive. The numbers of births and deaths 
are exclusive of late registrations, i.e., births and deaths registered on the 
authority of An tArd-Chlaraitheoir. Births, deaths and marriages are registered 
in the county or county borough in which they occur. In the case of births and 
deaths, assigned figures, i.e., those relating to residents of each area, are also 
shown. 


MARCH, QUARTER 1962 
MARRIAGES 


The number of marriages returned during the quarter was 2,732 equivalent to an annual rate 
of 3.9 per 1,000 population; this rate is 0.8 above that for the corresponding quarter of 1961. 

Of the total marriages 2,619 were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of 
the Catholic Church, being equivalent to a rate of 3.9 per 1,000 of Catholics in the population. 
The remainder, being 113 is equivalent to a rate of 2.8 per 1,000 of the population other than 
Catholic. 

The number of marriages registered in each county and county borough in the quarter is 
shown in Table V. 


BIRTHS 


The number of births registered during the quarter was 14,875, of which 7,687 were those of 
males and 7,188 were those of females. This number represents a rate of 21.1 per 1,000 of the 
population per annum, being 0.4 above that for the first quarter of 1961. 

The total includes 284 illegitimate births, equivalent to 1.9 per cent of all births registered. 

The number of births registered in each county and county borough, and also births assigned 
according to the area of normal residence of the mother, are shown in Table V. 


DEATHS 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 10,367, of which 5,535 were those of 
males and 4,832 were those of females. The quivalent annual rate was 14.7 per 1,000 population, 
being 2.1 below the rate for the first quarter of 1961. 

‘Deaths classified according to cause, sex and age group are shown in Table ITI, and according 
to cause and area of residence in Table [V. The number of deaths registered in each area is shown 
in Table VI. 

Tuberculosis.—Deaths from this disease numbered 134, including 124 from tuberculosis of 
the respiratory system and 10 from other forms of tuberculosis. Corresponding figures for the 
first quarter of 1961 were 164 151 and 13 respectively. For rates see Table IT. 

Other Infectious Diseases.—There were 4 deaths from measles registered during the quarter, 
4 from meningococcal infections, 2 from acute poliomyelitis, 2 from dysentery, 1 from typhoid, 
1 from streptococcal sore throat, and 1 from diphtheria. The heading “Other infective and 
parasitic diseases’ in Table III contained the following numbers of deatns : septicaemia and 
pyaemia 8, tetanus 3, infectious hepatitis 2 and acute infectious encephalitis 1. 

Malignant Neoplasms.—Deaths under this heading numbered 1,243, being equivalent to a 
rate of 1.8 per 1,000 population. Of these 553 or 44 per cent were due to malignant neoplasms 
of the digestive system. 

Diseases of Circulatory System.—Deaths under this heading numbered 3,985, being equivalent 
to a rate of 5.7 per 1,000 population. Of these, coronary and arteriosclerotic heart disease 
accounted for 1,268 or 32 per cent, while 1,415 or 36 per cent were due to other myocardial 
degeneration. 

Diseases of Respiratory System.—Deaths from influenza numbered 193, pneumonia accounted 
for 496 deaths, while the remaining respiratory diseases caused 660 deaths; corresponding 
figures for the first quarter of 1961 were 945, 534 and 762 respectively. 

Maternal Mortality.—There were 8 deaths due to complications of pregnancy and childbirth, 
equivalent to a rate of 0.5 per 1,000 births registered. The rate for the first quarter of 1961 
was 0.3. 

Infant Mortality —There were 531 deaths of infants under one year of age and 327 of these 
occurred at ages under 4 weeks. The infant mortality rate was 36 per 1,000 births registered 
and the neo-natal rate was 22. For the corresponding quarter of 1961 the rates were 35 and 23 
respectively. The rates for counties are shown in Table VI. 

Population.—The population in April, 1961 was 2,814,703 (1,415,100 males and 1,399,603 
females) according to the preliminary results of the Census of Population, 1961. These figures 
are provisional.

JUNE QUARTER, 1962 
MARRIAGES 


The number of marriages returned during the quarter was 3,385 equivalent to an annual rate 
of 4.8 per 1,000 population; this rate is 0.8 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1961. 

Of the total marriages, 3,214 were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of 
the Catholic Church, being equivalent to a rate of 4.8 per 1,000 of Catholics in the population. 
The remainder, being 171, is equivalent to a rate of 4.3 per 1,000 of the population other than 
Catholic. 

The number of marriages registered in each county and county borough in the quarter is 
shown in Table V. 


BIRTHS 


The number of births registered during the quarter was 16,657, of which 8,513 were those of 
males and 8,144 were those of females. This number represents a rate of 23.6 per 1,000 of the 
population per annum, being 0.5 above that for the second quarter of 1961. 

The total includes 312 illegitimate births, equivalent to 1.9 per cent of all births registered. 

The number of births registered in each county and county borough, and also births assigned 
according to the area of normal residence of the mother, are shown in Table V. 


DEATHS 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 8,732, of which 4,763 were those of 
males and 3,969 were those of females. The equivalent annual rate was 12.4 per 1,000 population, 
being 0.7 above the rate for the second quarter of 1961. 

Deaths classified according to cause, sex and age group are shown in Table IIT, and according 
to cause and area of residence in Table IV. The number of deaths registered in each area is shown 
in Table VI. 

Tuberculosis.—Deaths from this disease numbered 111, including 94 from tuberculosis of 
the respiratory system and 17 from other forms of tuberculosis. Corresponding figures for the 
second quarter of 1961 were 88, 73 and 15 respectively. For rates see Table IT. 

Other Infectious Diseases.—There were 6 deaths from measles registered during the quarter, 
one from meningococcal infections and one from acute poliomyelitis. The heading ‘‘Other infective 
infectious hepatitis 4, brucellosis one, septicaemia one and herpes zoster one. 

Malignant Neoplasms.—Deaths under this heading numbered 1,206, being equivalent to a 
rate of 1.7 per 1,000 population. Of these 534 or 44 per cent were due to malignant neoplasms 
of the digestive system. 

Diseases of Circulatory System.—Deaths under this heading numbered 3,364, being equivalent 
to a rate of 4.8 per 1,000 population. Of these, coronary and arteriosclerotic heart disease 
accounted for 1,133 or 34 per cent, while 1,185 or 35 per cent were due to other myocardial 
degeneration. 

Diseases of Respiratory System.—Deaths from influenza numbered 81, pneumonia accounted 
for 326 deaths, while the remaining respiratory diseases caused 433 deaths; corresponding 
figures for the second quarter of 1961 were 131, 235 and 348 respectively. 

Maternal Mortality—There were 10 deaths due to complications of pregnancy and childbirth, 


equivalent to a rate of 0.6 per 1,000 births registered. The rate for the second quarter of 1961 


was 0.4. 

Infant Mortality —There were 477 deaths of infants under one year of age and 314 of these 
occurred at ages under 4 weeks. The infant mortality rate was 29 per 1,000 births registered 
and the neo-natal rate was 19. For the corresponding quarter of 1961 the rates were also 29 and 
19 respectively. The rates for counties are shown in Table VI. 

Population.—The estimated population in April, 1962 was 2,824,000.

MARRIAGES 


The number of marriages returned during the year was 15,409, equivalent to an annual rate 
of 5.5 per thousand of the population; this rate is 0.1 above that for 1961. Of the total marriages 
14,774 (or 5.6 per thousand of the estimated number of Catholics in the population) were cele- 
brated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church. The remainder (635) 
is equivalent to 4.0 per thousand of the population other than Catholic. 


BIRTHS 


The number of births registered during the year was 61,611, compared with 59,825 for 1961. 

The number of boys was 31,551 and the number of girls was 30,060, the proportion being 
1,046 boys to 1,000 girls. 

The annual birth rate was 21.8 per thousand population, this rate being 0.5 above the rate 
for 1961. 

There were 1,106 illegitimate births in 1962, equivalent to 1.8 per cent of all births. The 
corresponding figure in 1961 was 968 illegitimate births or 1.6 per cent of the total births. 


DEATHS 


The number of deaths registered in 1962 was 33,643 which is 905 less than in the preceding 
year. The number of deaths of males was 18,240 and the number of female deaths was 15,403. 
The annual death rate in 1962 was 11.9 per thousand population, being 0.4 below that for 1961. 


Tuberculosis 

Deaths from this disease in 1962 numbered 425 (386 from tuberculosis of the respiratory 
system and 39 from all other forms). Corresponding figures for 1961 were 419, 380 and 39 
respectively. The death rate from all forms of tuberculosis in 1962 was 0.15 per 1,000 population. 


Other Infectious Diseases 

There was one death from diphtheria registered during the year, 4 from acute poliomyelitis, 
12 from measles, one from scarlet fever and one from typhoid fever. There were no deaths from 
whooping cough registered during 1962. 


Malignant Neoplasms 
Deaths under this heading numbered 4,872, being equivalent to a rate of 1.73 per 1,000 
population. Of these 2,191, or 45 per cent were due to malignant neoplasms of the digestive system 


Diseases of Circulatory System 

Deaths under this heading numbered 12,875, being equivalent to a rate of 4.6 per 1,000 
population. Of these, coronary and arteriosclerotic heart disease accounted for 4,512 or 35 
per cent, while 4,241 or 33 per cent were due to other myocardial degeneration. 


Diseases of Respiratory System 

Deaths from influenza numbered 316, pneumonia accounted for 1,333 deaths, while the 
remaining respiratory diseases caused 1,716 deaths; corresponding figures for the year 1961 
were 1,153, 1,197 and 1,692 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality eerie: : 
There were 27 deaths due to complications of pregnancy and childbirth, equivalent to a 
rate of 0.44 per 1,000 births registered. The corresponding rate for 1961 was 0.45. 


Infant Mortality 

There were 1,797 deaths of infants under one year of age and 1,175 of these occurred at 
ages under 4 weeks. The infant mortality rate was 29 per 1,000 births registered and the neo- 
natal rate was 19. The infant mortality rate for 1961 was 30 and the neo-natal rate was 21. 
The rates for counties are shown in Table 4.

The estimated population in April, 1962 was 2,824,000,
